WASHINGTON, January 12,— 
When the senate assembled Senator 
Sherman, Republican, introduced a 
resolution proposing intervention Mm 
Mexico by the United States and the 
six Pan-American nations which 
have acted with it in Mexican af- 
fairs, woless General Carranza com- 
plies with the demand to protect 
foreign live and property and to 
punish the slayers of seventeen Am- 
ericans, The resolution was. refer- 
red to the foreign relations commit- 
tee, 4 1 . 

Secretary Lansing today  tele- 
graphed General Carranza calling for 
the prompt punishment of the ban- 
dits who executed seventeen Ameri- 
cans near Chihuahua Monday. 

Secretary Lansing issued a state- 
ment in which he said the state 
department ‘‘feels that it took every 
possible precaution to prevent Am- 
ericans from exposing their lives in 
a region where “guerilla warfare is 
in progress, and that it is deplored 
that its advice was not followed. 

“Every step will. be taken to see 
that the perpetrators of this dastard- 
ly crime are apprehended and pun- 
ished.” 

Genera] Francisco Villa, according 
to a dispatch from E] Paso, person- 
ally led the fifteen Mexicans in the 
massacre. The bandits, it is said, 
stripped, beat and then shot their 
victims dead, finally looting the 
train of $700,000 in currency. and 
a largé quantity of supplies. 

Five thousand regular troops, 
commanded ‘by General Pershing, 
are ready to leave El Paso on a 
moment’s n_ otice if the govern- 
ment decides to send an expedition 


to Mexico to punish the bandits.

The number of active producing 
wells at the close of last year was 
increased by 314 as compared with 
the number in operation at the end 
of 1914, while the number of pro- 
ducing wells kept idle during 1915 
dropped from 1770 to 1625 a de- 
crease of 145. 

Because of the diversity of pro- 
ducts, such as lubricating oil; gaso- 
line and scores of other forms of 
oil and fuel, the value of the old 
production in California is hara to 
estimate.
